County Commission meeting, 
Senator. Jimmy Holley and 
Representative Terry Spicer 
announced two __ industrial 
grants received by Coffee 
County. Following their pres- 
entation, county engineer 
Randy Tindell provided 
Commissioners with an update 
on the Fiscal Year 2007 sched- 
uled contracted bridge and 
road projects for the county. 
Tindell said the projects slat- 
ed for work this year will cost 
a total of approximately 
$2,648,440; however, only 
$535,908 will come from 
county funds. The remaining 
funds will come from state and 


federal monies. He said federal - 


funds for the projects will be 
$1,131,632 while state funds 
applied will be $980,900. 

“That's a pretty good return 
on county money,” Tindell 
said, 

The $980,900 in state funds 
mentioned by Tindell mostly 
comes from the two industrial 
grants announced by Holley 
and Spicer. Of that, a $900,000 
Industrial Access Grant was 
approved for County Road 114 
and an $80,000 grant was
